RSA 32513 defining ne. qualifications for ape \ 
pointment requires that eppointees shall, "have had at least five 
years of practical experience 4n funeral’ directing and embalming 
and shall have been enraged therein in this State for a period of 
at least five years." | ! 


The question 4s raduced to whether an individual 
can be engrred in funcral directing without holding a certificate 
of recistration from the Board. RSA 325:4 clearly indicates that 
this connot be done: “No person shall ongage or hold himself out 
as engaged unless he . « » holds a certificate of registration 
from the board." 


In view of the foregoing we conclude that your ~ 
4nterpretation has boen correct and that in orddr to qualify for 
appointment to the board an individual must have been engaged as 
a registered funeral director in this State for a period of five 
yoarse.
